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FELLOW CITIZENS: 


The past year has been quite a successful one, as regards 
our Public Schools. Most of the districts have been fa- 
vored with faithful and experienced teachers, and I think 
fully an average amount of progress may be reported. I 
can but feel, however, that our finances could be regulated 
and the general character and excellence of our schools 
greatly enhanoet! by entrusting their management to a 
carefully selected Board of Rdueetion: rather than to con- 
tinue the present Prudential System. Below is a report 
of the schocls in detail, with the “Roll of Honor” for each 
district, composed of the scholars who have been neither 
absent or tardy during the term or year, except on account 
of sickness, which is excused.

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REMARKS. 


The Committee appointed by the Selectmen, to revise the 
text books used, consisting of William A. Preston, Rev. J. 
P. Perry and your Superintendent, after careful examina- 
tion, arranged for the introduction of Harper’s Geograph- 
ical Series, White’s Arithmetics, and Harvey’s Grammar. 

Each of the school districts were supplied with a com- 
plete set of the new books for the teacher’s reference. It 
is hoped that the change will give satisfaction, and so far 
as teachers have spoken of it, the reports are highly com- 
mendatory. Most of the children, at present, seem to be 
provided with all the necessary books, but heretofore, it 
has been a source of much annoyance to teachers to get a- 
long with the meagre allowance of books for the children; 
I hope that parents will take an interest in this matter, 
and see that the little ones are as well equipped with req- 
uisite outfit for acquiring knowledge, as you would wish. 
them to be with capital in business, or tools and machine- 
ry in Agriculture or Manufacturies. .No books should 
be allowed in any school, except those which have been in- 
troduced by authority from the town. The Franklin 
Readers, Harper’s Geographies, White’s Arithmetics and 
Harvey’s Grammars are the ones now in use and to intror- 
duce any others would be to make coufusion and extra la- 
bor for the teacher. 


ATTENTION 


is called to the following quotations taken from Laws 
passed at the last session of the Legislature. 

“Any person, whether male or female, but in all other 
respects, except sex, qualified to vote in town affairs, may 
vote at any School-district meeting in the district in 
which such person has resided and had a home one month 
next preceding such meeting.” ‘School-districts having 
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less than twelve to attend any term of school, may by vote 
at their annual or other legal meeting called for that pur- 
pose, authorize the Prudential Committee to provide for 
the attendance of pupils at the schools of adjoining dis- 
tricts, the selection of such schools to be approved by the 
School Committee of the town, and in such cases the pru- 
dential committee is authorized to appropriate an amount 
not exceeding ten per cent, as in section first provided,* 
and to divide the remainder of the money appropriated 
for the term in the district, among the adjoining districts, 
in proportion to the pupils by them received.” 

I trust that the mothers and ladies interested in our 
public schools, (as all should be,) will avail themselves of 
the new law and lend their presence and aid in district 
school-meetings. Any helps toward ‘consolidation in our 
small districts, which may be suggested in the extract 
quoted, will, I hope, be voted, and if possible, made use of. 

Our money does not go as far as it might with fewer 
schools, or do as much good.
